PETER NICHOLS based A Day in The Death of Joe E upon his experience with his first born, a 
retarded daughter. Early drafts of the play (originally in one act before the monologues were 
added) attempted to capture his real experience with the Child; but the current version leaves 
actuality behind and uses many different theatrical devices to grapple with the psychological 
pressures inherent in such a situation. Nichols attended the Music Halls weekly as a boy, and their 
influence is seen in all of his plays, but perhaps nowhere as forcefully as here where a crippled 
Child of fits and silence is the subject of a series of vaudeville “turns”. How is humor an antidote 
fo pain? and where is humor a defense against life itself? These and other Questions about mercy 
killing, the limits of humanitarianism and the sustaining energy of guilt will be part of your experience 
with this play tonight. It should give you something to think about.
